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DEATH OF THE PARAGUAYAN DIUTATOR.

————

By the Anglo- American Cable,

Loxpox, April 18.—The rumors of the death
of Lopez, the Paraguayan leader, whieh wero
carrent yesterday but not eredited, are confirmed
to-day by despatches from Lisbon.

A Confirmntion.

Wasmisgros, April 13.—Mr. Garela, Argen-
tine Minister, this morning received the follow-
ing telegram by the Atlantic cable:—The Para-
guayan war is ended. Lopez has been killed.

Don Fraonclsco Solano Lopez and His Career.

Lopez, the Paraguayan Dietator, whose death
is announced in the above despatch, has been
driven to the wall g0 often, only to reappear in
the field againgt hls enemlies, that for years all
reports of his adverse fortumes have been re-
celved cum grano galis, But this is, we belleye,
the first time that news of his actoal death has
travelled so fur, and It is possible that there is
some truth in the report.

Don Franclsco Solano Lopez was born in the
year 1827, He was the son of Don CUarlos
Antonio Lopez, who had succeeded the Dictator
Vibal as Consul in 1841, and in 1884 was “clected”
President of Paraguay for ten years, belng sub-
sequently twice re-elected—in 1854 for three
years and in 1857 for seven years. Don Fran-
cleco recelved a thorough education, which was
completed in England, and in 1853 he entered
npon public life, belng sent by his futher to
Europe to ratify the treaties of commerce which
hiad been coneluded by Paraguay with England,
France, and Sardinia. Don Unrlos dled in Sep-
tember, 1802, and en the 16th of October follow-
ing, his son was unanimously ‘‘proclaimed” his
BUCCessor.,

by Dr. Francia and so faitnfully adhered to by
the elder Lopez. The interests of Paraguay
meant slmply the interests of Lopez, and as
they were so0 closely identified, the couutry for
a tine enjoyed o measure of prosperity, the
attention of the Dletator belrg especially di-
rected to the enconragement of the cultivation of
cotton. But even in the early portion of his
reign he was beset with difficulties, Comspira-
cles against his power were concocted by the
priesthood and by a younger brother, and be-
fore long he becanme involved 1n diffienlties with
the surrounding countries. The war which has
rendered Paraguay little better than o desert
originated in the internal troubles of Uruguay.
Flores, the leader of the **Colorado” or Red
party, had raised the standard of revolt against
Aguirre, the lawful President, and by the
nssistance which he recelved from Brazil, in
arms and money, succeeded lu driving Agulirre
from power. Aguirre, afler appealing in vain
to Europe tor aid, turned his attentlon towards
Paraguay, snd succeoded in persuading Lopez
thut us soon as the Brazilian party had abeorbed
Uraguay they wonld pounce npon Paraguay and
anuex it to Dom Pedro's empire. In Augnst and
September, 1864, through his Minister of Forelgn
Aftalrs, Lopez protested against the course of
Brazil, and on November 11 following a Para-
punyan war-vessel captured, without previons
declaration of war, a Brazilian mail steamer,
declaring its paszengers to be prisoners of war.
On November 12 the Brazilian Minister at Asun-
clon, Lopez' capital, was notified that, on
account of the refusal of Brazil to respect the
protest of D'araguay, the flag of the former
country was regarded asn hostile one by the
latter, and the Parnguay river would heneelorth
Le closed to ull Lrazilinn vessels.

The Brazillan Minlster at once started for
home., and on Deécomber 14th o Parnguayan
army entered the Brazlilan provioce of Matio

| Grogso, with which the Brazillan Gorernment

had no channel of communication save the
blockaded river. Lopez therefore had every-
thing hisown way foratime,capturing a Braziling
fort and several towns, and finally, on April 10,
1865, the capital of the province, Cuyaba.
Meanwhile, Flores, who lhad now begome sole
and undigputed roler in Uraguay, had, on Fub-
rusry. 43, 1805, concluded an alllance against
Paraguay with Brazil. Lopez was not content
with this array of odds against hlm, but, on
suspicion that the Government of the Argentive
Confederation was unfriendly to him and in-
tended to enter the alliance agalnst him, azaln
antleipated o formal declaration of war, and
early in April seized an Argentine vessel which
lay In the Paraguay river near Asunclon. A
few days later a Paraguayan army was marched
into the Argentine Confederation, captaring the
city of Corrlentes on the 14th, O the 16th the
Argenting Government declared war against
Paraguay, and the latter responded on the 15th.
The three surrounding countries were thus
fully embarked in the warfare against the Dicta-
tor, which was destined to be prolonged almost
indefinitely. The allled governmeats, fully reul-
lzipg the necessity for a deaperate conflict, en-
tered into a secrel treaty, not made publle for
some timo afterwards, in whieh they “solemuly
bound themselves not to lay down thelr arms
unless by common consent, nor until they had

overturned the actual government of Paraguay
. and furthermore not to enter into any separate

treaties of peace, truce or armistice, except by
wutual conseny,

To follow the destructive warfare which was
waged from that time forward s imposaible in
this connection. Fortune fluctanted belween
the two bannérs, at times Lopéz appearing
to be In bis  Iadt  ditch, but only
to give a eudden turn to the conflict,
and bring the allied commanders almost to
despalr, Indeed, so unsatlsfactory was the
progrees made by the allies in overthrowing the
power of Lapeg; to which they were pledied,
that in both Brazil and the Argentine Con-
federation a decided opposition to the continu-
ance of the war was ultimately developed,
the antl-war party In Brazil especially having
become of late o very formidable one. But in
resources of all kinde the alllies had the ndvan-
tage, and step by step they drove the Dictator
from one fastness to another, until at last came
the announcement that he had fled from the
country and attempted to make his way with
a few followers Into Bolivia, But It was only
s few days ogo that we were told that Lopez
had turned suddenly upon his pursuners, and
there was still a prospect of an indefinite pro-
longation of the war. This news, happily,
would appear to be false, and there ls reason, as
there has loog becn hope, that we have wit-
neseed the final termination of the struggle.

The difficulties eneonntered by Mr. Washburn
during his Inte ministry in Paraguay are still
fresh In the public mind, as is also the result of
Geperal McMahon's subsequent mission to and
hearty espoukal of the cause of Lopez. As in
Souith America, so throughout the world, and
especially In this country, there have been from

the first two parties, one viewlng Lopez
as i merclless tyrant whose
overthrow would be a blessing

to the world, and particularly to the people
whom lie ruled; while by the other party he has
been regarded ns o representative of tgue liberty
and progress, and a martyrin itscause. There can
be but listle difficulty in deciding upon the truth
in this matter, and no disinterested person who
ie familiar with the echaracter and history of the
Dictator will hesitate in rejolcing at the report
of his death, He found Paraguay almost a para-
dise; he leaves it—if, indeced, he
has already left it—a wlilderness, Bearcely
an able-bodied man escaped his con-
scription, and even the women went into
thie ditches, and fought valinutly in a bad cause,
But thelr herolsm was in vain; and even If Lopez
be not already defeated for the last time, there
§s but little hope that he will be able to hold out
much longer against the formidable odds arrayed
upon the allied side.

INHUMANITY AT EA

A Bruinl Captnin — Arrival of the Nreamer
samarin-statement of her Passengors.

The steamer Samaria, of the Cunard line.
plying between New York and Liverpool, arrived
at ber dock, Jersey City, vesterday morning, at
8 o'clock, after a pleasant vovoge of claven days
from Liverpool. It will be remembered that the
Samaria departed from Liverpool on the 26ih of
February last en roule for New York, and while
on her vovage, In mid ocean, she broke her
screw-shaft, and was by this accldent compelled
to pursue her route under sail alone.

‘he SBamarin, with the American mails on
board, aud = full list of passengers, after the
accident that befell her propeller, Iay like a log
in the sea, making no hendway whatever, and
with her stores of provisions, which were only
calenlated to hold ont twenty-five days, gra-
dually being eaten up and famine staring her
frelght of humanity in the face, the prospects
were anything but flattering., For days and
weeks ghic lay In the ocean uttorli helpless, but
on the 12th of March, at 10 A, M., a steamer
wns descried In latitude 50 deg. 53 sec, north,
long. 21 deg. 24 see. west, The sea being
smooth, with very little wind, a large steamer,
which was afterwards uascertained to be
the Manhattan, of Williams & Guion's
line, hove in sight on the westward horizon, and
grmlunll{ approached the disabled Cunarder.
Captain Martyn, of the SBamaria, fired several
guns and holéted the eommercial code signals,
“Engloes disabled,” and *'1 wish to communi-
cate,” and also lowered the maintopgullant sall
to altract their attention to his disabled condi-
tion, but the stranger, without paying the slight-
est attentlon to the sigeals or the booming of
the minule guns, suddenly sheered off and pur-
eued his course, evidently trylng to run away,
but a rocket belng sent up she displayed her
enslgn as a token of recognition, and was soon
lost 1o view, The officers of the Samaria and
the greater portion of the passengers on deck
who were anxiously scanning the steamer, aver
positively that ehe could not have been more
than six miles distant, as through the telescope
pereons were discovered moving about her
decks, nnd three or four were seen io the
rigeing,

After this disgraceful and Inhuman action of
the oflicers of the Manbattan, in refusing to suc-
cor thelr belpless brethren, the Ssmarls was
favored with a series of stifi “bLlows” from the
porth aud east, and with her canvas furled to
the breeze ehe made the Irish coast on the 20th
of March, but owing to a terrible land breeze
glie was compelled to lay to. On the evening of
that day » bost was sent landward manned by a
portion of her crew, undeér the command of third
officer David Brown, who was directed to seek
Kingston Harbor at all hazards, and gecure a
pliot.  This he dld, and on the 30th the Swmaria
anchored in the roads and discharged her malls
and passengers, which were subisequently trans-
ferred to the sténmer Java, of the same ling,
whose arrival at this port lngt weelk has been
duly announced,

The netion of Uapialn Forsvth, of the Man-
hattan, has been severely oritlelzed, both In this
country and Epgland, for the stemlngly in-
human conduct; and frowm the bitter feslings en-
gendered, it s not at all unlikely thet ke will be
enlled upon to answer for his coursd. The pas-
sengers and offleers of the Spmarla speak bit-
terly on the subject, and treat with contemp:
bis Jetter in which he states that ‘‘there wos
nothing in the appearance of the steamer (o in-
dicate distress, as it was too fur off to make out
any signala.” To refute this explanation of
Captain Forsyth, the master of the Elizabeth

The girl bad thrown off her jacket and
torn open her dress, npglylng the muzzle of the
pistol to the flesh, as Indicated by the blagkened
n]ppearancu in the neighborhood of the wound,
Her only words before her death were embodied
in o request that her mother be Informed of her
death., The pistol wasa very small affair and
might have been earried in a man’s vest pocket
without Inconvenience. The wound, like Mer-
cutio’s, was ‘‘not so deep as n well or as wide as
a church door," but "twas enough.

But Mrs. Higginson and other wit-
nesses gave evidence which at least proved that
gome such transaction oceurred. Btiil it would
be unfortunate if the decision had to depend on
the truth or falschood of the Llverpool story.
There would, however, be nothing In the fail-
urg of that account to damage the case of the
origioal elalmant. And as, looking at the whole
of the circnmstances, the claim of the infaut
petitioner had falled, he considered that the
prima facie case presented by the orlginal
vinimant must be regarded as concluslve,

THE RICHMOND HORROR.

The singular death of Nancy Hayes, In Rich-
mond, Va., the fact of which has been already
noted, has particular interest here, g the par-
tles concerned are known and have connections
in Philadelphin. The following particulars we
find in a late Rlechmond paperi—

Ilnyunhwho talked rationally on some sub-
{ccu. belng questioned, said his sister had been
ying there twelve or fourteen days, When she
first laid down, he #aid, she complained of
something like erysipelas and pains In her back,
arfos, and legs, and wished she was dead. After
a day or two she quieied, and then he took it
for granted she had gone to slecp, and waited all
this time for her to wake, In the meantime he
had nothing to eat, and had lived, according to
his account, on water ond coffee. Belng asked
why he did not J.:ut. something from the neigh-
bors, he replied that he wae walting for his
brother Bam to come home from Philndelphis,
and that he “hadn’t been off the lot for sixtecn
JCATS,

The facts of the finding of the body wis com-
municated to Deputy Coroner Seabrook, of
Mayor Ellyson's police, and soon after to the
first police station. Representatives of both the
police forces now on duty In the city were soon’
on the ground and the house wns searched by
Captain Parker, He found in an old chest a
bug containing abont #5800 in Confederate
money, #18 in Federal currency, and a dollar or
two In nickels and coppers. In the out-houses
were found the carcasses of two fine calves
whose death had been caused by starvation, and
all the domestic animals about the establishment
had shared the same fate. Nothing further
worthy of note was observed except the entire
absence of everything edible,
Fllnyes wns with t diffienlt
eave the miserable hovel of which for a week
past he bad been the solltary occupant. He
monned piteously that ‘‘he couldn't leave his
gister,” nnd then mumbled something about a
scerct which he couldn'ttell. The oflicors took
him to the first polics statlon, and on the way
he told them again that it wns sixteen vears
sloee he bod been on the street,. Coming near
the old Unien Hotel, he exclaimed, as though
recognizing an old friend, *‘Why, there's tho
Union Tavern!”™ At the station he was given
something to ent and, drink and was yery
tractable,

In the afternoon n jury was empanelled by
Deputy-Coroner Seabrook, with 1. A. J. Clop-
ton as foreman, but little testimony wns pro-
duced. Mr. Timothy Kerse testitied that he
knew the deccased, and that some weelks ago,
when ehe was suffering with a sore foot, his
wife hod dressed it scveral times. Bince that
time wituess had seen nothing of either Miss
Nancy or ber brother until this morning, when
her death was discovered as above related. The
jury rendered a verdict of “‘death from natural

This singular and shocking affair has, of

{:nart. of the city, and the interest in the ecase is

creased by the fact that Mr, Samuel C. Hayes,
a former resident of Church Hill, was a brother
of the deceaged, and that she has respectabla
and wealthy relatives now residing in Phila-
delphia.

The Book Concern Troubles in
Conterence—Exoltod

In the meeting of the East Conference of the

M. E. Church, held yesterday In New York, the
reports of the Book Uommittee in relation to the
afiairs of the Book Coucern were read, and on
motion of Dr, CurrLyh the majority report was
ordered on file, and the minority report laid on
the table. On o motion te recongider this last
motion Rev. J. W. Buckley took the floor in de-
fense of the minority report. He contended
that there was no real distinction between those
reports making it proper that ene should be
treated differently from the other,
Dr. Cnrr*r Interrupted, denylng that the mino-
rity Eupor & a report of all, and saying that the
gpeaker had no right to debate the question on
s motion to reconsider. The decision of the
Chair gustained Mr. Buckley, to which, however,
Dr. Curry excepted, and demanded that the de-
cleion of the Chair and his excoptions to it be
entered upon the journal.

The debate being continued, Mr, Buckley said
an attempt has been made and is being made to
suppress facts which might be kaown to the
Annual Conference and to the whole Church on
this Book Conecern difficulty.

Dr. Curry—1I object, to this as scandalous, and
ask the Bishop to rule it out.

Bishop Ames—I have no anthority to do so.

Dr, Curry—1 except to the ruling of the Clinir.

Nir. Buckley—And, further, that 2 motion 1o
lay this minority report on the table without
discussion seems to me Lo bave a striking simili-
tude to what I have just sald as to the aforesald
attempt L0 suppress.

Dr. Curry excitedly interrupted again, and
asked the declsion of the Chair, which sus-
tained Mr. Buckley., The doctor appealed to
the Conference, having explained that, his
appeal was on a question of order, aud not of
ww. He subsequently withdrew his appeal,
and biad his objection placed on the minutes,

Mr. Buckley continued to gay that the Annual
Conferences are primarily the owners of the
Book Concern, and consequently have a right to
alt in judement npon the affuirs of that Convern,
He belleved that the statements contained in the
report Lo be laid on the table were more needed
andl more truthful than those of the paper
ordered on flle, and he therefore moved agaln
that the motion to lay on the table be recon-
sidered.

Dr, Woodruft sald that this attempt to im-
peach the Book Concern and the Book Com-
mittee is elmply sanderous. In o flery speoch
he denounced the attempts that have been made
to brand the majority committee as a white-
washing committes and as colluding with thieves
and robbers, and he was ready for a dlscnssion
of the merits of the ense withont forther delay,
He was ready for u week's discnssion bofore the
Methodist Chureh and the publie. Dr. Cuarry
bus rendered Invalunble services and deserves
thie thanks of the Church, (Great applanse.)
It hog beon asserted that the mujority of the
committee, hitherto unimpeschable ministers,
had rendered their deelsion under the influence
of Lribes: but there has been no such effort Lo
impeach Daniel Curry.

Illr. Scndder moved to reconsider, that the
two reports might be treated in the same way.

Kev. John Parker moved to lsy the voie to
